n is 0, 1 or 2; and

(c) X 2 -Xi is N=C, C(R 3 )=C, or\C(=0)-N; 

(d) Ring C is a fused five or sslx-membered aromatic 
ring having zero to two heteroaton^; and 

(e) n is 0 or 1.

12. A method of preserving -an organ for 
transplant or for preserving a blood product,

solution of a compound as claimed in any of claims 1-5.. 

13. A method of immunotherapy for the treatment of 
cancer, comprising administering to a mammal in need of 
such a treatment a therapeutically effective amount of a 
compound as claimed in any of claims 1-5.
